BLS Takes Intel Science Fair 2014

Three Boston Latin School stu- 
dents represented Massachusetts at 
the 2014 Intel International Science and 
Engineering Fair (ISEF), winning no- 
table prizes, including the prestigious 
Gordon E. Moore award. 

During the week of May 11-16, 
1,783 students from over 70 countries 
gathered in Los Angeles, California 
to compete in the Intel ISEF com- 
petition. All participants qualified 
through local fairs either at the re- 
gional, state or country level. Nathan 
Han’s (IV) “Characteristics of Delete- 
rious Mutations in Tumor Suppressor 
Genes,” Terry Ni’s (III) “Development 
of In Vitro Multispecies Biofilms with 
Hydroxyapatite and Artificial Saliva” 
and Jonathan Zou’s (III) “Novel Engi- 
neered Oral Vaccine Against Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) /Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS)” were among the top four 
projects at the Boston regional fair, 
qualifying them to represent the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation of 22 students at 
Intel ISEF. 

The 2014 Intel ISEF kicked off on 
Monday, May 12, with an opening cer- 
emony hosted by Christina Ochoa and 
Kyle Hill. The event also featured speed 
finger painter, Jean Francois and key- 
note presenter, chief executive officer of 
Not Impossible Labs, Mike Ebeling. On 
the following day, students exchanged 
location-specific pins and souvenirs 
with other students from different re-

Boston Latin School is now home 
to a hydroponic garden courtesy of the 
Global Green School makeover competi- 
tion last September. This “freight farm”, 
packed inside a freight train, is valued at 
$30,000, and is currently used to grow 
vegetables such as kales, peppers, let- 
tuces, and tomatoes. 

The freight farm, dubbed “Leafy 
Green Machine”, is a vertical garden that 
grows vegetables from the ceiling to the 
floor. Created by Brad McNamara and 
Jon Friedman, the project was financed 
via Kickstarter, a ccowdfunding website 
where users can invest in small-scale 
projects. Utilizing water, UV lights, and 
nutrients, the garden is soilless but nev- 
ertheless produces fresh crops. It runs on

Attendants then underwent eight 
hours of grand award judging on 
Wednesday by scientific experts in each 
project’s respective field. In between 
grand award judging periods, special 
award judges also evaluated projects 
of particular interest. 

Ni took her project to receive the 
first award of two thousand dollars 
from the American Dental Association 
Foundation and the fifth award of five 
hundred dollars from the American 
Society for Microbiology. Han received 
the Gordon E. Moore Award and a 
prize of seventy-five thousand dollars, 


program director of math and sci- 
ence, says, “What’s special about 
the students that have award-win- 
ning projects is that they have genu- 
inely intellectual curiosity, an in- 
credibly strong work ethic and re 
ally good social skills in order to ask 
questions and work with people.” 

Ni, as many scientists do, draws 
inspiration from her own life. “This 
year,” she recounts, “I wanted to study 
gum disease because [a family member] 
lost almost all her teeth due to gum 
disease since a young age.” 

“T feel incredibly honored [to

electricity, but according to the Freight 
Farm website, alternate sources of power, 
suchas solar panels, are currently under 
development. The insulation of the car 
is important when growing crops in the 
Boston climate. Many greens that would 
be considered seasonal if planted in a 
conventional setting could be constantly 
supplied using insulation to alter the 
inside temperature. According to Ms. Ar- 
nold, head of the YouthCan club at BLS, 
a future plan for the crops is to integrate 
them into students’ lunches. 

Even though the freight farm 
has was started at the beginning of the 
school year, BLS must get the vegetables 
approved by authorities before serving. 

“Next year we will be working 
with inspectional services since there are 
very strict regulations about how you 
can get food into a school lunch but we 


want to be able to use the food we grow 
in the garden in our lunches,” explained 
Ms. Arnold. 

There is also potential in intro- 
ducing the freight farm into many BLS 
classes, such as environmental science. 

“Having a hydroponics lab can 
make for a good learning experience 
for those in biology and environmental 
science because it gives us a visual and 
hands-on experience with biology at 
work. And having something so amaz- 
ing near our school would spark new 
interests among the younger ones in BLS 
in science and can contribute to having 
more enthusiastic and excited students,” 
comments David Chen, (V). 

Although the freight farm seems 
like the holy grail of agriculture, the 
heavy downside is the cost to maintain 
it, which is estimated at around $20,000 


represent Boston]. The support from 
the school and the city’s science depart- 
ments [has] been amazing and they’ve 
been with me every step of the way,” 
Han says of his experience. “Boston 
and BLS alike are known for being 
great educational centers, and to be the 
representative of both such communi- 
ties is a humbling experience.” 

Boston Latin School has long 
supported students in participating in 
science fairs. Not only does BLS allow 
students to extend their knowledge 
beyond the high school curriculum, 
but also encourages them to perform 
research that can benefit the greater 
community. Many of the research 
topics concern major illnesses such as 
HIV and various forms of cancer. For 
these high school students, partici- 
pating in science fairs as an extracur- 
ricular is a serious time commitment, 
demanding a large amount of time 
and energy investment into their 
research and presentation. Despite this, 
the students proceed with dedication 
and motivation that make the process 
and their findings worthwhile not only 
for themselves but for the scientific 
community as a whole. 

“I think every student should 
have the opportunity to perform 
independent research on something 
that interests them. The science fair 
gives students an opportunity to do 
that,” Bateman adds. “We have many, 
many untapped potential scientists and 
researchers in the building, and I would 
love to encourage them. If they want to 
pursue it, then I want to give them the 
opportunity.” 


annually. Ms. Arnold, however, has her 
own solution: “We want the students 
growing food and selling it at farmers’ 
markets...some money will go into pur- 
chasing the resources, because you have 
to keep it going.” Right now, BLS has 
been donating the food grown to local 
food banks, but the new prospect of a 
possible profit could mean some healthy 
reimbursement, or eventually funding 
for future programs. 

The freight farm has potential for 
pushing BLS to be more eco-friendly. 
This could serve as a great kick off for 
getting the whole of BPS into this green 
mindset. “It provides fresh produce us- 
ing a greener approach, and it can get 
other students involved and interested 
in agriculture and in the sciences. It can 
bring everyone together as a commu- 
nity,” remarks Ashley Chung (VI). 


BPS Food Program in a Pickle

In April, a shocking new report 
reviewing the Food and Nutrition De- 
partment of the Boston Public Schools 
was issued. The report found appalling 
revelations and revealed several secrets 
and practices that painted the depart- 
ment negatively. 

The new report states that the 
program is disorganized — according to 
the Boston Globe, it lost over $21 mil- 
lion in the past eight years. Even after 
the department raised lunch prices, its 
fund still plummeted. In addition, the 
report found the system possibly haz- 
ardous to children because there is no 
organized method in alerting workers of 


allergies. In a recent surprise inspection, 
it was also found that there were food 
items kept in the freezer with overdue 
expiration dates. 

Especially after the implementa- 
tion of free breakfast and lunch for all 
students, the program’s annual deficits 
continue to rise—last year the deficit 
was $3.6 million and is likely to be 
similar this year. This is concerning, 
considering the program is supposed 
to be self-funding. Some critics claim 
that since the deficit is so large it drains 
funding from other resources, such as 
books and educational supplies. In the 
past, the program has blamed the large 
deficit on the cost of food and the fami- 
lies who did not pay their lunch bills, 
but, according to the report, it reflects 
a lack of will to solve issues within the 


program. 

Furthermore, the environment of 
the workplace has been revealed to be 
“hostile,” meaning the lunch employees 
are controlled by a system of intimida- 
tion. 

When asked about his or her 
opinion of the report, a Boston Latin 
School lunch employee—who asked 
to remain anonymous-— stated, “I can- 
not comment on the issue because the 
food service administrators are trying 
to squash it and wish for it to be kept 
quiet.” 

This issue, while spurring contro- 
versy, has still eluded most students. 
Rachel Guen (II) says that she had not 
even heard of the review that was writ- 
ten, but did say that, recently, “the food 
quality has become a lot lower.” The re- 


port confirms this and attributes it to the 
lack of organization for the allocation of 
its resources. A review of the report by 
the Boston Globe also cited a problem 
with planning food—frequently, there 
are more students vying for the lunch 
than there are lunches, leaving students 
hungry. 

Some solutions to the subsequent 
issues have been written in a review 
by the Boston Globe with more than 
two dozen recommendations, includ- 
ing using federal funds to reduce food 
costs, ordering food, tracking work 
hours through the use of computers and 
creating a more strategic and managed 
business plan. The ultimate goal is to 
keep deficit levels low and create more 
welcoming and comfortable working 
conditions.

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Man Kills Six to Avenge his 
Rejection by Women

Six people were killed and several 
more injured in a horrific mass killing at 
the University of California in Santa Bar- 
bara (UCSB) the weekend of May 23. The 
perpetrator was 22-year-old Elliot Rodger, 
who himself was killed by a self-inflicted 
shot to the head after fleeing a shootout 
with local police. 

Rodger began his murder spree by 
stabbing his three roommates. He then 
made his way to UCSB’s Alpha Phi so- 
rority, where he opened fire outside the 
building. Officials report that thirteen 
people were hurt: four injured by Rod- 
ger’s car and eight wounded by gunfire. 
Seven people were hospitalized with one 
remaining in serious condition. 

The fatal weapons were found to 
be legally obtained and registered to the 
culprit, despite California’s comparatively 
strict gun regulations. Investigators later 
found over 400 remaining rounds of am- 
munition in Rodger’s possession. 

Before committing this atrocity, 
Rodger released a YouTube video detail- 
ing his motives for the crime, which he 
attributed to his continuous rejection by 
women. “I don’t know why you girls 
aren't attracted to me but! will punish you 
all for it... Iam going to enter the hottest 
sorority house of UCSB and I will slaugh- 
ter every single spoiled, stuck up blonde I 
see inside there... You will finally see that I 
am... the true alpha male,” he said in the 
video, which was later taken down from 
the site. “If I can’t have you, girls, I will

destroy you. You denied me a happy life 
and in turn I will deny all of you life. It’s 
only fair. I hate all of you,” he continued. 
The speech ran seven minutes long. 

This video did not come completely 
out of nowhere. Rodgers had posted a 
number of similarly misogynistic and 
hateful videos on YouTube, though none 
so extreme as his last. His mother had pre- 
viously called the police upon seeing his 
earlier recordings, but a minimal investi- 
gation left the police determined he was 
“polite and courteous,” and no action was 
taken at that time. Warning came again 
when Rodgers sent his parents a 141-page 
manifesto relating his disturbing views 
shortly before the shooting. Fearing that 
their son would do something terrible, his 
parents called the cops once more. But by 
the time they had notified the authorities, 
it was too late for Rodger’s victims and 
eventually for Rodger himself. 

As with all such atrocities, people 
have found solace in pointing fingers. 
Some are outraged that the first police 
inspection of the deranged culprit did 
not find him dangerous enough to take 
action. Others blame the state’s gun laws. 

“Although it is terrible that the po- 
lice could theoretically have stopped this 
before it happened by arresting Rodger 
the first time, they probably didn’t have 
legal grounds to arrest him then. It’s really 
hard to tell if someone will go crazy like 
that. If we knew how to tell, we’d be able 
to prevent more of these shootings from 
happening,” says Kristen Fields (II). “The 
best prevention we can do is to tighten 
gun control laws. He should never have 


been able to purchase a gun.” 

Still others believe this problem 
extends beyond the presumed insanity 
of one man. Rodger was an active Mens’ 
Rights Activist, and a frequent user of the 
online forum “PuaHate,” which prides 
itself on “revealing the scams, deception 
and misleading marketing techniques 
used by dating gurus and the seduction 
community to mislead men and profit 
from them.” This flagrant mission state- 
ment echoes the headlines of its feature 
stories, which range from “Are ugly 
women completely useless to society?” 
to “Have any hot women ever commit- 
ted suicide?” Rodger has even found 
some sympathizers in the world of social 
media. One viral tweet cited on the Daily 
Dot reads “all it would have taken was 
for one of you [girls] out there to take 
one for the team and this whole thing 
could have been avoided.” Facebook has 
struggled to keep up with the fan pages 
that have popped up lauding Rodger as 
an “American hero,” which the company 
has been promptly taking down. 

Itis this shocking reaction, although 
it pales in comparison to the number of 
people who sympathize with Rodger’s 
victims, that leads others to call for edu- 
cation as a means to eradicate views like 
those of Rodger. His rampage, despite 
whatever role mental instability may have 
played, was influenced by misogynistic 
beliefs. Conor Freeley (II) says, “We need 
to teach our children to respect women.” 
In fact, these events have led to move- 
ments regarding women’s rights and rape 
culture across the country.

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SIS To Document Misconduct

As part of their push toward “pro- 
gressive discipline,” the new Boston 
Public Schools Code of Conduct calls 
for everything from misdemeanors to 
suspensions to be recorded on Student 
Information Systems (SIS), a movement 
which is strongly opposed by the Boston 
Latin School administration and has yet 
to be officially implemented. 

Progressive discipline is a strat- 
egy in which punishments increase in 
severity each time a student repeats the 
same crime. Court Street officials main- 
tain that for this system to be properly 
executed, schools must update parents, 
teachers and administration using SIS 
each time a student commits an infrac- 
tion. They deem this necessary because, 
if every iteration of an infraction was not 
recorded, something that would qualify 
as a suspension in the private records of 
the BLS administration would appear to 
be a first offense to school board officials 
when they view the online database. That 
means that SIS would have to display not 
only the student's letter grade in conduct, 
but the reason for each misdemeanor or 
other infraction allotted so that a punish- 
ment could progressively determined. 
These write-ups would remain on SIS for 
the remainder of the student's stay at BLS, 
available to all of his or her teachers for all

six years. Asa result, high school teachers 
would have access to the most minute of- 
fenses committed by their students as far 
back as the foolhardy days of sixie year. 

Mr. Flynn, the assistant headmaster 
in charge of discipline, is strongly op- 
posed to this idea. Although he supports 
the use of recordkeeping in determining 
progressive discipline, he does not under- 
stand why the current system used by the 
BLS administration is not good enough. 
Currently, major infractions committed 
by BLS students are recorded in files in 
the main office. 

Their contents are known only by 
the student’s floormaster, homeroom 
teacher, Mr. Flynn himself and the stu- 
dents’s parents via a letter sent home. 
Parents are not notified of minor infrac- 
tions, like misdemeanor marks. If this 
new system were to be put in place, not 
only would parents have access to more 
trivial misconduct, but teachers might be 
influenced by a student’s conduct grade, 
which may or may not be an accurate 
basis for judgment. There are some things 
that teachers are “not entitled to know,” 
says Mr. Flynn. “We want students to 
have a clean slate” when they enter new 
grades, he adds, without the fear of being 
“labeled a cheater.” With this new imple- 
mentation, all their past mistakes would 
travel with them from year to year. Ad- 
ditionally, putting conduct online adds 
another level of permanence to files that 


are legally meant to be temporary, accord- 
ing to Mr. Flynn. In our current system, 
five years after a student graduates, all 
conduct files are shredded—completely 
destroyed. But Mr. Flynn warns that once 
something is online, it is out there forever. 

“We teach kids to be aware of what 
they put on the Internet,” he says. “The 
same goes for this information; it isn’t 
dangerous, but it’s still out there.” He 
upholds that schools should be trusted 
to efficiently keep records without hav- 
ing to put them online for higher-ups to 
see. After all, they have been doing it for 
hundreds of years. 

Most students seem to take Mr. Fly- 
nn’s side. “I think it’s a bad idea to allow 
future teachers to see past misconduct. It 
influences their opinion of students in a 
negative way,” says Nora Cameron (II). 
Rakabe Abraham (II) agrees: “It seems 
completely unnecessary to inform so 
many people of smaller infractions,” she 
says of the extended network of people 
with access to information on SIS. 

The overall sentiment of the BLS 
community can be summed up in the 
words of Mr. Flynn: “The [currently 
used] kind of documentation that’s not 
available to everybody is sufficient for 
our school, and it should be sufficient for 
every school.” Ultimately, however, the 
decision is up to Court Street, although 
BLS administration suspects it will play 
out to be a matter of implementation. 


Gay’s Success 


Mr. Gay interacts with his 
students in a way like no other. Short 
guys that have phoenix tattoos on their 
arms usually aren’t award-winning 
science teachers, especially not ones 
who ride motorcycles like Mr. Gay. His 
contemporary take on his students’s 
education has not gone unnoticed, as 
he was the 2012 recipient of the ING 
Unsung Heroes award for utilizing 
innovative teaching methods and 
striving for excellence in education. 
This award promotes teachers that have 
intelligent, 21st century techniques to 
educate students. 

He also went on to receive an 
American Chemical Society grant under 
his project, “Connecting Field Studies 
to the Classroom.” 

“Merging science and teaching 
was always something that I wanted 
to do” says Mr. Gay. “When I received 
the award, I was pretty shocked. I didn’t 
even know I was that talented, to be 
honest, but apparently a lot of people 
think Iam.” 

Mr. Gay developed a program, 
“Environmental Appraisal of the Emer- 


ald Necklace Park System,” which helps 
students explore Boston’s surround- 
ing climate by connecting it to global 
climate change and sustainability. In 
the project description, he mentions that 
students will be using PASCO probes 
and iPads to analyze data that they 
have collected. Sample projects include 
measuring the change in soil and air 
quality and studying animal and plant 
life. Upon conducting these studies, 
Mr. Gay hopes that students will pres- 
ent to the Emerald Necklace Conser- 
vation in order to improve the park 
system. 

As many BLS students know, a 
lot of time is spent in the classroom 
doing “busy work.” There are few 
opportunities to explore the environ- 
ment, practice hands-on techniques or use 
updated technology. This projectwillhelp 
extend the bridge between the class- 
room and the outdoors. 

Hopefully, other teachers can 
adapt to Mr.Gay’s teaching style and his 
philosophy, as many students believe 
that it is one of the best that Boston Latin 
School has to offer.

The Boston Latin School Youth 
Climate Action Network (BLS Youth-

Summit at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology (MIT) on May 10. Ran 
in partnership with the Alliance for 
Climate Education (ACE), the topic 
at the summit this year was energy 
and its impacts on climate change. 
The summit attracted over 200 people 
from the New England region, featur- 
ing a variety of guest speakers, who 
piqued the interest of all present, as 
well as exhibitions and workshops that 
aimed to improve the sustainability 
of the environment. 

On May 28, BLS YouthCAN was 
visited by Andrea Falken, director 
of the United States Department of 


Education Green Ribbon Schools pro- 
gram, to congratulate BLS’s acquisition 
of the Green Ribbon award, a designation 
reserved for schools that demonstrate 
excellence in environmental education, 
action and outreach. To win a Green Rib- 
bon, a school must first be nominated by 
a state education official and must clear 
basic regulations to apply. Despite a 
long and tedious selection process, BLS 
was chosen this year as the only school 
in Massachusetts to receive the federal 
award, making it one of the only schools 
in the nation to hold botha national Green 
Ribbon and Blue Ribbon, the educational 
equivalent. 

Falken, Catherine Arnold, Head- 
master Lynne Mooney Teta and other 
green building officials attended a meet- 
ing in the Memorabilia Room, where 
YouthCAN students held a presentation 
to showcase YouthCAN’s efforts to edu- 


cate the student body about sustainability. 
Students also discussed innovative strides 
to improve sustainability of not only the 
school community, but also the local 
community by successfully spearheading 
ambitious projects such as the single sort 
recycling. “We’ve managed to decrease 
our waste from two dumpsters to one—a 
50 percent waste reduction,” Victoria Wu 
(II) commented on the tremendous im- 
pacts YouthCAN made. Falken was also 
impressed by the changes that YouthCAN 
brought: “It’s a pretty big deal.” 

Asa largely student driven organi- 
zation, YouthCAN has had astonishing 
success in bringing about important 
changes to the school community. “When 
you have kids who are taking an active 
role in their learning... it’s really just in- 
credible,” Headmaster Mooney Teta said 
of their work. “It’s the finest example of 
21st century education.” 


Moving Ahead in Brain Development

On May 27, Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital (MGH) scientists announced 
a project that aims to effectively treat men- 
tal illnesses suffered by combat veterans 
through the use of brain implants. This 
thirty million dollar, five-year long project 
is a part of President Obama’s The Brain 
Research through Advancing Innovative 
Neurotechnologies (BRAIN) initiative, 
which was announced last year and aims to 
map out the human brain in order to better 
understand and cure psychiatric diseases 
such as Alzheimer’s, epilepsy and other 
traumatic injuries. A research team at 
the University of California San 
Francisco will receive twenty-six 
million dollars in funding to also 
conduct development of brain implants. 
Both the Massachusetts and California re- 
search teams aim to build a device that will 
be ready for clinical trial by the end of these 
five years and are held to strict milestones 
that must be met for continued funding. 


You Go Girl... 


The Massachusetts team plans 
to utilize a transdiagnostic approach, 
integrating multiple tools to identi- 
fy brain patterns that are the signs of 
psychiatric disease. They intend on tak- 
ing advantage of cutting edge brain 
screening technologies and techniques 
used in treating epilepsy cases to 
piece together several treatment strat- 
egies and ultimately produce precise, 
programmable devices that can stimulate 
and sense brain activity in multiple areas. 

The research builds on exist- 
ing brain implant technologies already 
used in hundreds of thousands of pa- 
tients diagnosed with Parkinson’s dis- 
ease. The new implants aim to be more 
dynamic and include a network of 
sensors that can detect problems and react 
accordingly if abnormal brain activity is de- 
tected. “By using an approach like this, you 
can actually focus on the actual problematic 
area,” stated Dr. Emad Eskandar, an MGH 
neurosurgeon who will co-lead the Mas- 
sachusetts research team. 

The project also oversees applications 
in research to better understand and treat 


mental illnesses asa whole. The BRAIN initia- 
tive takes steps to deepen our understanding, 
paralleling how the Human Genome Project, 
which started in 1990, enabled large ad- 
vances in the understanding of our genes 
over the course of more than a decade. 

Even though the project holds 
much promise, caution is still observed. 
Dr. Steven Hyman, director of the 
Stanley Center for Psychiatric Research 
at the Broad Institute, while optimistic 
about the initiative of the project giv- 
en the relatively little progress in the 
last few decades, warns, “There’s 
always the risk that we have to 
remember of psychiatric treatments that 
were perhaps well-intended that went 
off the rails.” Hyman, who also 
advises the Defense Advanced Research 
Projects Agency on ethical implica- 
tions of neuroscience research, said that 
the agency, which funds the project, is 
taking cautious and open steps. 
He also said, given the pressure to 
come up with treatments, “I see little 
alternative other than careful human inves- 
tigation.”

In an America where 49 percent of white people no longer 
consider racism as a major threat, as opposed to 18 percent of black 
people who vouch the same, we hunt down racism like deer, search- 
ing feverishly for prey. On the surface, our culture is no longer anti- 
black, or anti-brown, or anti-yellow. We are anti-racist. But rather than 
uprooting the problem itself—a problem which proposes that racism 
still lies, embedded, in society’s mind—we scramble to gun down the 
easy, obvious targets: targets such as Donald Sterling. 

To be sure, Donald Sterling is a mistaken man with a mindset 
socially suited for the 19th century, but his lifetime ban, fine and forced 
resignation from his ownership post of the Los Angeles Clippers are 
blatantly excessive. For years it has been no secret that Sterling is an 
unabashed racist, and no punitive measures were taken; suddenly, one 
wired recording slices Sterling’s reputation cleanly off his shoulders. 
Inessence, Sterling is not the only one accountable for his catastrophic 
punishment—on the other side of the table lays the desperation of 
the National Basketball Association (NBA) to compensate for years 
of neglect. 

Sterling’s immediate forfeiture of his team and his legacy is a 
consequence of a simple human instinct: overreaction—a desperate 
misfire by basketball officials seeking to appease public scrutiny and 
to bury Sterling’s legacy under twenty feet ofshame. But by stripping 
Sterling of everything but his suit, we destroy memories of his actions, 
both right and wrong—and in many respects, he is not only human, 
butis also a respectable man. One striking instance comes in the form 
of a rejection by the University of California, Los Angeles (UCLA) of a 
three million dollar grant made by Sterling towards providing kidneys 
to patients in need. While the generous three million dollar donation 
is not vital to the UCLA, the kidneys are vital to thousands of dying 
patients. Before his racist allegations, Sterling was commended for 
his work with minority children and the underprivileged. And his 
enterprise, the Donald T. Sterling Charitable Foundation, likely had 
plans to launch a summer program for the poor. 

Most of all, Sterling’s harsh treatment deals little with racism 
itself. Eradicating one outstanding racist fails to touch the widespread 
plague of racism. With polls coming in from around the country, a 
significant trend shows that a substantial fraction of Americans feel 
that Sterling’s punishment was delivered too harshly. What comes 
next is a step in either direction: is the NBA really suppressing racism, 
or fueling it with outlash? 

The answer is simple. We often forget that famous people are 
also human, and we attack them with vigor. After all, whenever some- 
one that people could admire is overthrown, there’s big news. Every 
person, however, has small prejudices. According toa Harvard study, 
80 percent of people show pro-white associations. Absurdly punishing 
one person does not deal punishment to the actual people who keep 
racism going, to the people living among us. In fact, these citizens are 
only angered, and will only puff themselves up when their pride is 
hurt. The results are conflict and chaos that no one needs. A lesser 
punishmentis best for delivering the intended lesson. Often in history, 
movements that are too harshly shut down rise up even stronger. If we 
donot want the adamant racist to spring back with more energy than 
ever, weneed subtly invoke them to change their mind. Force, suchas 
that shown by the current disciplinary measures, is never successful. 

Sterling’s crime, racism, is a form of extremism, but in taking 
exorbitant measures against him, the NBA is being hypocritically ex- 
tremist. True, we live in aracism-paranoid society, but also ina rational 
one. And so, although Sterling deserved some degree of chastise, his 
current downfall is too severe— one which promotes an environment 
of unfairness and ineffectiveness.

Aside from the occasional maca- 
roni and cheese, the dining hall of BLS 
is filled with pulled pork, chicken 
sandwiches and other meaty plates. 
We are fortunate enough for these 
lunches to be served with a side of 
fruit and vegetables, but it should 
not be so difficult for a vegetarian to 
obtain one of these healthier options. 
On one occasion, Oafter waiting in the 
ever long lunch line, Ciara Sheerin (II) 
asked a cafeteria staff member if she 
could get a meal without its accom- 
panying turkey sandwich. Following 
a few minutes of debate, she was 
denied her request and was told that 
she could take either the entire plate 
or nothing. In defeat, Sheerin resorted 
to a bag of Munchie Mix. As much as 
we all enjoy this delicious snack, one 
would not exactly call it brain food. 

The problem is that the dining 
hall policies in theory differ from what 
happens in reality. Due to the fact 
that students this year are able to eat 
lunch for free at school, pupils must

Between rushing home after 
school at the end of the school day and 
the start of prom at 6:30 P.M., there only 
remains around three hours for pre- 
prom time, which is not enough time for 
students to look their best while having 
a good time.

After waiting in the lengthy 
Free Pizza Friday line, there was only 
pepperoni pizza left over that she was 
not able to eat. Emily did not have ac- 
cess to a healthy school lunch that met 
her religious needs and she believes 
that it is her right to be embraced by 
a school community that is more ac- 
commodating. 

With all of the shortcomings of 
the dining hall, however, it is also 
important to recognize that BLS is 
making strides to provide nutritious 
lunches for all students.

CIA Falsely Promises Polio Vaccinations in 
the Middle East

For over three years the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) has been 
vaccinating children in the Middle East, 
mainly Pakistan, in order to prevent 
Hepatitis B from spreading. Although 
the United States made it seem as 
though they were providing a favor for 
the Global Health Organization by tar- 
geting this issue, this “act of kindness” 
was provoked by alterior motives. 

The CIA has been using the vac- 
cination process to collect deoxyribo- 


nucleic acid (DNA) from Pakistanians 
and using this information to find 
people who are related to Osama bin 
Laden.

Complaints were filed in as early as 
January, 2013 from U.S. public health 
schools about the damage that these 
fake vaccinations caused.

writing this novel, John Green worked 
as a student aid at a children’s hospital.
